Fash  hand  basins,  soap  and  towels  are  con¬ 
veniently  available  between  the  W.C.  and  the  shop  and  hot 
and  cold  water  immediately  adjoining  the  shop  on^the  house 
premises . 

The  two  butchers  shops  both  have  separate  facilities 
apart  from  the  house.
